~The pupils of the Conecuh Coun- 
ty High School are writing a his- 
tory of the ‘county. Exceedingly 
interesting data are being tabulat- 
ed ahd put into permanent form 
for the first time. The first set- 
tiers, the first churches -and first 
- |schools, and the first county offi- 
cials are being treated somewhat 
in detail. 

“Tn connection with the history 
there is being worked out a school 
survey of the county’at the pres- 
ent time: On investigation thev 
find that only 18 schools out of 71 
in the county. have State aid libra- 
ries, and they ask “Why not 71?” 

here. are only 39 with 'patent 
desks .and only 25 painted. In 
‘each instance the question is writ- 
ten down by the pupils, “Why not 
71?" an 

Including the two State schools 
—the county high school at Cas- 
tleberry -and the district agricul- 
tural school at Evergreen—they 
find the combined value of the}.

A compilation of the results se- 
cured from the Uniform Seventh 
Grade Examination held in the 
session of 1915-16, compared with 
the results for the session of 1914- 
15, shows remarkable progress in 
this important rural school move- 
ment. 

During the session 1914-15, ex. 
aminations were held in fifty-five 
counties; 4,668 pupils ‘took © the 
examination and 3,048 seventh 
grade diplomas were issued. 

During the session of 1915-16, 
sixty county ‘boards authorized ex- 
> |aminations; 6,136 pupils stood tlhe 
*..| teststand 3,961 passed successfully. 
Butler, Coffee. Franklin, Hale, 
Limestone, Morgan and Perry are 
the only counties in which exam- 
inations were not held in the year 
1915-16. The Department has 
assurance that at least three of

EARLY PLANTING OF COTTON 


Planting cotton early has been 
advocated so extensively that -se- 
rious mistakes may occur in many 
cases by planting tdo early and 


the crop getting killed ‘by late | 


frost. The extreme in either case 
would be bad. Early planting 1s 
the best but does not mean plant- 
ing much earlier than the usual 
time of first planting.. It simply 
means to begin about the usual 
time and hurry through with it 
and avoid stretching the planting 
through a whole month and end- 

ing up late. It is a common habit 
with many people to-jump from 
one extreme to the other which is 
equally as dangerous. The. con- 
servative side of any proposition 
is the. middle ground between two 
extremes. 

The cultivation of 4 cotton crop 
should begin as soon as the plants 
come up. -Cotton dates its age 
nearly as ‘much from the begin- 
ning of cultivation as it does from 
planting, Much earliness. is often 


lost-by allowing cotton to stand 
two or-three weeks before culti- 


vation is started. All cultivation 
should be shallow and often. 
TAKE CARE OF HORSES 
- The winter has been long and 
wet; feeding stuff is scarce and 
high. For these reasons horses 
and mules have been allowed to 
stand idle-on a light-ration. Many 
of them are tender and weak: The 
long period of wet weather has 
forced the’ heavy plowing to be 


done. just in advance of the -plant- 
~9F Hing and'will work a hardship on 
-|thefarm animals even -with the 


best of masters. In view of the 


-|weak, tender condition of the ani- 


mals, the volume of heavy work 
to be done in a short time and the 
increasing temperature, the wise 
master will give his animals close

HOW TO DOUBLE THE RETURNS 
FROM EACH ACRE IN CORN 


During the pust ten years the av- 
evave sere of corn in ‘cies South has 
yielded, on an everaze, 15 bushels. 
Ve propose here to ate that it is 
possible this year to exactly double 
the returns from each acre of corn. 


To do this three sie’ sare be dune: 
1. Cultivate Shallow and Often. 
Drouth at a critical peried often is 
cee for heavy decreases in 
corn yields. Droughts, of course, are 
beyond our power te pre ‘vent, but 
cultivation of the right kind mzy Jar 
gely ork a dr evil effects. When 
we desfr rress and weeds by cul- 
tivation ey moisture and plant food 
they would have taker of course yo 
to the corn crop. *Let us, then, see to 
it that these robbers are never allow- 
ed to grow in our corn fields. Good 
cultivation also saves moisture for 
the corn crep by preventing loss by 


evaporation. Every farmer should 
aim to have a dust blanket or dust 
mulch maintained in every corn field. 


This is step No. i, and should, if gen- 
erully practiced, raise the average 
vield not less than 5 bushels, per-acre. 

2. Top-Dress with nitrate of soda 
or sulphate of ammonia. We think 
there is no pescible doubt that the 
vreziest plant food need cf corn, at 
least in the South is nitrogen. Of 
course, the best way to get this nit- 
roven is from the air thropeh legume 
crops, but right now we have many 
millions of acres that are sorely in 


need of nitregen, and there is no 
time to wait for the légumes. The 
corn crop necds it.and needs it im- 
mediaiely. To supply this immediate 
need, nitmie of soda or sulphate of 
jammonia ai the rate of 60, 80 or 


100 pounds per acre should be used. 
This is stev No. 2, and should, on 
millions of acres of our thin lands, 
raise the corn yields another five 


.| bushels per acre. 


8. Plant peas, beans or peanuts with 


all cora. Just as nowadays the, farm- 
er who fails to get a second crop after 
his small grain is doing poor work, so 
the farmer who fails to grow a le- 


gume crep with his corn is falling 
short of his opportunities for increas- 
ing the feed and plant food supply. 
Using any one of the three crops nam. 
ed will certainly result in an increzse 
from the land that will be worth at 
least five bushels of corn, and prob- 
ably ten or fifteen. This is step No. 3. 

Are you going to. do these things 
that will double the return from your 
land, or are’ you going to be content 
with the usual fifteen bushels?—Pro- 
gressive Farmer.

Alvin E. Powell 
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Taxation? 

How was the figure of $1,800,000,000 
arrived at? The answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 

eestimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1917-18, he calculated that 
they would amount’ to some $6,600,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
be allotted to the allies, and $3,600,- 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic’ purposes. Thinking that it 
would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
ya be raised by taxes was $1,800,000. 

There are two extreme theories, each 
of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayéi by loans. 
and the other is that all wer expendi- 
tures should be defrayed by taxes 
Each theory is untenable. 

It is indeed true that the burdens of 
the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by this year's taxation. 

Meeting all war expenses by taxation 
makes the taxpayers in one or two 

‘| years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
decade within the same generation. 

In the second place, when expendi- 
tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare. the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than tbe total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc in the economic life of the communi- 
ty would have to be endured. But 
where the disasters are so-great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im- 
practicable. 

Secretary McAdoo had the right in- 
stinct and highly commendable cour- 
age in deciding that a substantial por- 
tion, at least, of the revenues should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
be hit upon the plan of 50-50 per cent., 
that is, of raising one-half of all do- 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too far.

How Taxes Should Be Apportioned. 

(1) The hurden of taxes must be 
spread as far as possible over the 
whole community 30.a8 to cause each 
individual to share in the sacrifices ac- 
cording to his ability to pay and ac- 
cording to his share in the Government. 

(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 
necessarily borne ty the community at 
large, should be imposed as far as pos- 
sible on articles of quasi-luxury rather 
than on: those. of necessity. 

(3) Excises should be imposed as far 
as possible upon commodities in the 
bands of the final consum rather 
than upon the articles which serve pri- 
marily as raw umiaterial for further 
produetion. ~ 

(4) Taxes upon business should be 
imposed as far as possible upon wet 
earnings rather than upon gross re 
ceipts or capital invested. 

(5) Taxes. upon income which will 
necessarily be severe should be both 
differentiated and graduated. That is. 
there:should be a distinction between 
earned and unearned incomes and there 
should be a higher rate upon the larger 
incomes. ‘ It is essential, however, not 
to make the Mmcome rate so excessive 
as to lead to evasion, administrative 
difficulties, or to the more fundamental 
objections which have ‘been urged 
above. a 

(6) The excess profits which are due 
to the war constitute the most obvious 
‘and reasonable source of revenue dur- 
ing war times. But the principle upon 
which these war-profit taxes are laid 
must be equitable in theory and easily 
calculable in ‘practice. 

The Proposed Income Tax. 

The additional income tax as passed 
by the House runs up to a rate of 60 
per cent. This is a sum unheard of in 
the history of civilized societz. It must 
be remembered that it was only after 
the first year of the war that Great 
Britain increased her income tax to the 
maximum of 34 per cent., and that 
even now in the fourth year of the war 
the income tax does not exceed 4214 
per cent, 

It could easily be shown that a tax 
with rates on moderate incomes sub- 
stantially less than in Great Britain. 
and on the larger incomes about as 
high, would yield only sligitly less than 
the $532,000,000 originally estimated in 
the House Dill. . - 

It is to be hoped that the Senate will 
reduce the total rate on the highest in- 
comes to 34 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the same time it 
will reduce the rate on the smaller in- 
comes derived from personal or profes- 
sional earnings. 

If the war continues we shall have to 
‘depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. By imposing excessive rates 
now we are not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which: even Great Britain 
has been able to escape. 

Conclusion. 

The House bill contains other funda- 
mental defects which may be summed 
up as follows: 

(1) It pursues an- erroneous principle 
in imposing retroactive taxes. 

(2) It selects an unjust and unwork- 
able criterion for the excess-profits tax, 

(3) It proceeds to an unheard-of 
height in the income tax. 

(4) It imposes unwarranted burdens 
upon the consumption of the commu- 
nity. 

(5) It is calculated to throw business 
into confusion by levying taxes on gross 
receipts instead of upon commodities. 

(6) It fails to make a proper use of 
‘stamp taxes. 

(7) It follows an unscientific system 
: in its flat rate on imports. 

(8) It includes a multiplicity of pet 


ty and unlucrative taxes, the vexatious .

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The reas 19 man 
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warm, damp and late. ‘ 
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It all de- 
pends on good farming and na- 
turally dry seasons. The big 
crop in Texas, Arkansas and 
Louisiana last year was due to 
just such conditions as we are 
having up to the present. It 
will not do to get careless or 
negligent as weather can vary 
in a’short time and a few wee- 
vils can make many more in a 
few days under wet weather 
conditions. It is best to play 
safe by killing every weevil you 

ee and keep stirring the hot 

ry dirt. If the crop yield is 
satisfactory, don’t think that 
the weevils are gone for good. 
The next fall followed by a 
wet summer they will appear 
again in damaging numbers. 
Alabama farmers saw the wor- 
st of the boll weevil last year, 
but it will be many years before 
they are entirely gone, if ever.

| depositors and stockholders of 


Union State Bank was held at 
Thorsby. At this meeting, af- 
ter discussion of pgesent status 
of the liquidation, it was sug- 
gested that an effort be made 
to get the liquidation into the 
hands of the st oldess and 
depositors, in the belief that 
they could handle the matter 
more economically and to bet- 
ter advantage than the banking 
department could. A commit- 
tee was. selected to take the 
matter up with the Superinten- 
dent of Banks. It was believed 
that the Superintendent of 
Banks would be willing to re- 
linquish the liquidation if ‘all 
the stockholders and creditors 
consented to the plan. 


The Supt. of Banks has turn-| 


ed the proposition down, giv- 
ing as his reason some ruling 
of the attorney general. We 
do not know just what propo- 
sitionwas submitted to the -at- 
torney general, but it seems to 
be generally believed that there 
is mo reason, legal or otherwise, 

y the. liquidation cannot be 
turned over to the stockhold- 
ers or depositors in sone per- 
fectly legal manner, if there is 
unanimous consent. Suppose 
that someone, whom we shall 
call Attorney Jones; had au- 
thority to settle the claims ofall 
creditors—check depositors, sa- 
vings depositors, stockholders, 
and all other creditors. Sup- 
pose that Attorney Jones offers 
to accept the assets of the bank 
in payment of the claims of all 
check depositors, or of all de- 
positors and creditors except 
stockhoiders. Suppose that he 
could prove that his offer was 
reasonable and as good for the 
trust as any other solution that 
‘could be worked out. Is there 
any reason in, the world why all 
the assets should be transferred 
to Attorney Jones? And if 
they were transferred to him, 
could he not then handle them 
in any manner which had been 
authorized by the stockholders, 
depositors and other creditors? 
Would the court, whieh has ju- 
risdiction in these matters, re- 
gise to ratify such a reasonable 
amd satisfactory offer? I ask 
the Supt. of Banks these ques- 


tions. ‘ 

I think that it wa Yenerally 
beliayed by those at the meet- 
‘ing referred to that the savings 
depositors are not likely to get 
‘all their money, if they get any 
of it, if the liquidation % com- 
pleted by the Banking Depart- 
ment; also that there would be 
a much greater chance of pay- 
ing all the depositors and cred- 
itors in full as well as possibly 
leaving something fofthestock- 
holdérs, if the liquidation were 
conducted by the depositors or 
stockholders themselves. - And 
why should Supt. of Banks ob- 
ject to any fair proposition on 
that line? Would it cuf down 
his salary?,.No. Would it de- 
prive him of his office of any 
legitimate perquisities?; No. 
Then, why should the:-Supt of 
Banks and his attorney want to 
-hold om to their jobs jn this 
matter? Does anyone think 
they want to doit for the pur- 
pose of protecting the ‘credit- 
ors? May it not be that they 
want to hold the books and re- 
cords in: their own hands for 
their own protection and-forthe 
purpose of enforg -

And did you not afterward tell 
the truth to another party and 
admit that you had not advis- 
ed me that I need not come? 
And, then, after threatening 
me in this manner, what fol- 
lowed? There was no witness 
to our conversation, so I cannot 
say too much about it But you 
insinuated that I had induced 
or influenced a bond company 
to cease to be surety for your 
agent, and you called this “in- 
terfering with the agent’. I 
did not even know of the bond 
until after the company had 
| given notice that it would not 
continue to be surety. I want 
to ask you whether or not you 
threatened me at that time in 
exactly or substantially the fol- 
lowing words: “If you or yeur 
friends interfere with me or my 
agent, [ will have auditors sent 
up there at great expense to the 
bank, and kave them audit the 
business from beginning to end, 


and see what they can dig up. | 


iFurthermore, in that case I 
| shall not feel so interested in 
conserving. the assets of the 
bank, and not only the stock- 
holders will not get any money 
but even the depositors will not 
| get all of theirs.” 

Did you, Mr. Walker, or did 
'you not, at the same time, ex- 
plain how money might be lost 
to the trust (the bank) if you 
did not take a proper interest 
(in it? id: you explain that 
thousands of dollars might~be 
lost in a transaction with the 
National Park Bank of New 
York, if you failed to use your 
best efforts to prevent such a 
result? Now, come right out 
and answer. my questions. I 
know that there is only one an- 
swer that you can give, but I 
want the satisfaction of seeing 
the answer. When I am put 
on the witness stand I shall be 
free to tell whether you said 
it or not. | 

I wish to call attention here 
to the fact that a threat to hire 


auditors to “dig up” things may. 


be construed as a hint that the 
auditorggmight be hired to find 
things which to base a cri- 
minal secution. It also in- 


dicates to my mind that the 


party making such a threat did 
not know of anything which 
would justify prosecution but 
that he hoped that the audi- 
tors would find something to 
base a prosecution on. 

And, now, I want to ask Law- 
rence Gerald, “Isn’t it your in- 
tention to have me prosecuted 
on some felony charge if I do 
not keep quiet about. banking 
matters?”

The battle between the Moreni and 
the German submarine began at 4 
range of 8,000 yards, four nautical 
miles. when she was hardly visible. to 
the steamer without glasses. The sub- 
marine, presenting no target herself, 
sent 200 shells at the big tanker, scor- 
ing many hits, while the American 
gunners wasted 150 shots without 
in any way crippling the speck or wart 
which spat deadly hail every second.

Alabama has a larger acreage 
planted to sweet potatoes this 
year than ever before. The crop 
‘is later than usual on account’ of 


'so much unseasonable cool dry.

FIGHTING OFF MIDDLE AGE 


Society Women of Today Set Example 
. for Others in Preservation of 
Gallantness of Youth. 


If one stops to think of it, just wher 


‘does the galiantness of youth change 


into the heaviness of middle age? Why 


‘| do all the engaging, entrancing boys 
and girls become dull, uninspired men 


and women? Why do we submit to the 
change? We bring joy with us when 
we come into the world and we expect 
to find joy waiting for us again when 
we go back to heaven, but in the mean- 
time we walk with downcast eyes and 
hanging arms, crushed by the heavi- 
ness of mortal existence, when, if we 


stopped to think, we would know that 
the spiritual things make life; that 


without love and joy and unselfishness. 
and courage we could not long endure 
the daily mortal round of dressing and 
eating and sleeping. If there is any 
such thing as eternal life, this present 
life dg part of it, and why not go light- 
ly tixpugh the hours—even when we 
stop being twenty—instead of wearily 
plodding through them? We may, if 
we refuse to allow the laws and de- 
mands of mortal existence to superim- 
pose themselves on the laws of eternal 
life and crush out all spiritual eager- 
ness, says a writer in Scribner’s. 

It is a matter, not of the events of 
life, but of our acceptance of life. 
Could the terrible events of the French 
revolution crush the spirit of the 
French noblesse? There were nq mid- 
dle-aged among them in those Dyson 
days when they danced and san th 
gay insouciance while each waited for 
his turn at the guillotine. They lost 
their heads but they never dropped 
them, for they knew the secret of spir- 
itual youth. 

The society women of today main- 
tain that same gallantness of youth. 
Perhaps not every one of them feels 
the pulse of spiritual life, but they re-, 
fuse middle age and are willing to pay: 
the price of their refusal. To hold their: 
prestige they must be slim and charm- 
ing, and slim they-are, even though in, 
extreme cases they gain their slimness. 
by rolling on the floor and the charm, 
from the hands of their maids, and 
their gayety lies no deeper than the 
tips of their tongues. Still, in their 
courage and confidence they never 
strike their colors to middle age. How- 
ever they feel inwardly, outwardly 
they never flaunt a drooping mouth or 
a sagging figure. 


While the Spirit Lives. 

The men of the American Revolution 
have left us an example already in- 
scribed in the world’s memory; an ex- 
ample portentious to the aims of tyran- 
ny jp every land; an example that will 
console in all ages the drooping aspira- 
tions of oppressed humanity. They 
have left us a written charter as a leg- 
acy and as a guide to our course. But. 
every day convinces us that a written 
charter may become powerless. Ig- 
norance may misinterpret it; ambition 
may assail and faction destroy its vital 
parts and aspiring knavery may at last 
sing its requiem on the tomb of depart- 
ed liberty. It is the spirit which lives; 
in this are our safety and our hope; 
the spirit of our fathers, and while this 
dwells deeply in our remembrance, and 
its flame is cherished, ever burning, 
ever pure,.on the altar of our hearts; 
while it incites us to think as they 
have thought, and@ do as they have 
done, the honor the praise will be 
ours, to have preserved unimpaired the 
rich inheritance which.they 80 nobly 
achieved.—Jared Sparks (1789-1866).

Domestic. 


It is announced from Atlanta that 
men drawn in the selective draft, will 
be permitted to enlist in any branch 
of the service until otherwise ordered 
by the authorities at Washington. 

Passenger trains representing  16,- 
267,028 miles of train service a year 
have been eliminated by the railroads 
of the country to facilitate maximum 
transportation of freight for the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, 

Senators who have been prominent 
in opposing conscription led the oppo- 
sition to the administration bill pro- 
viding $640,000,000 for a great airplane 
fleet when the senate took the bill up 
for consideration. Senator Hardwick 
of Georgia opposed the administration 
bill. 

Presidential intercession in the 
cases of the sixteen Suffragists sent 
to the District of Columbia  work- 
house to serve sixty days for picket- 
ing at the white house in Washington, 
or appeal of their cases to a high 
court, appears certain. 

Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Ilinvis 
appeared before the state council of 
defense and, asserting that coal prices 
are too high, stated that if necessary 
to correct the situation, he would call 
a special se}sion session of the legis- 
lature to empower the council to take 
any action needed. 

An appeaij to the business world “to 
make the conduct of this war as clean 
and patriotic, as heroic and self-sacri- 
ficing at home as it is in the trenches 
of France and Flanders,” has been is- 
sued by Car] Vrooman, assistant secre- 
tary of agriculture,

The Germans claim to have sunk 
close to 4,750,000 tons of neutral and 
allied shipping since February. 

A London telegram announces that 
Siam, in order to “uphold the sancti- 
ty of international rights against na- 
tions showing contempt for the prin- 
ciples of humanity and respect for the 
small states,” declared war against 
Germany, and has seized nine steam- 
ers, aggregtaing nineteen thousand 
tons. All Germans and Austrians have 
been placed under arrest, their _busi- 


,| Ness seized and closed. 


Reading between the lines of the 
speech of the nef German chancellor 
to the reichstag, peace is no nearer 
under the new regime than ever except 
on German terms. The chancellor 
said Germany would accept an hon- 
orable peace, but that the interven- 
tion of the United States was not 
seriously considered, as the subma- 
rines would take care of anything the 
United States might do. 

In the past few days, Paris reports 
that four French merchantmen have 
been unsuccessfully attacked by Ger- 
man U-boats. | 

Due to the mutiny of a Russian reg- 
iment in Galicia, the Russians have 
last much of the gained territory, to- 
gether with a large number of pris- 
oners. The Germans saw an opening 
and hastened to take advantage of the 
apparent Russian weakness. 

Three French merchant vessels of 
more than sixteen hundred tons and 
two of less than that tonnage were 
recently: sunk by German submarines. 

Alexander F. Kerensky, minister of 
war and marine, has been appointed 
the new Russian premier, but will -re- 
tain his portfolio. : 

Another manifestation of armed sail- 
ors and soldiers and workingmen and 
women in which shots were fired took 
place along the Nevesky Pfospect, Pe- 
trograd. The extent of the casualties 
is unknown. This is the first time 
since the revolution that the Cossacks 
have appeared. 

The council of the new body of sol- 
diers, workmen and peasants of all 
Russia, the extremists abstaining from 
participation, passed a resolution after 
an all-night session, after the Cos- 
sacks had appeared on the streets of 
Petrograd, rejecting “‘with indignation 
all attempts to influence” the attitude 
of that body.

Two demonstrations by the majority 
faction of the Social Democratic par- 
ty of Russia resulted in the firing 
of shots in the Nevsky Prospect at 
midnight, as a result of which a num- 
ber of persons were killed or wound- 
ed, near the capital city, Petrograd. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the administration’s policy of 
financing the allied governments for 
purchases they make in this country 
will be continued during: the period_of 


the war. -

American soldiers are going to 
France. just as fast as transports can 
be pressed into service to take thein. 
Just how fast this will be is problem- 
atical. 

In the sending of troops to France, 
the-war department points out, cargo 
ships are just as important as trans- 
ports, as the supplies needed -is. tre- 
mendous. 

Germany is turning the screws on 
Holland. The British are charged with 
having seized German ships in Hol- 
land waters, and Germany demands 
reparation of Holland for such “a 
profligate act.”

ON THREE MILL TAX 


Clanon, Ala., Aug. 8, 1917. 


To the Voters of Chilton Co: 


Over 900 voters of Chilton 
‘County have signed a petition 
calling an election to determine 
‘whether or not this county shall ; . 
levy and collect a special tax of 
thirty cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars of taxable proper- 
‘ty in the county, for a term of 


three years. 


This election will be held on 
‘August 27th; and whether it is 
carried or not, this county will, 
on the first of next October, en- 
ter upon a new era for its sch- 
ools, for then the compulsory 
attendance law becomes effec- 
‘tive and there are nearly 7,000 
white school children in the 
county, and all except those ex- 
empt by law, will be required |. 
'to attend school for a period 
of not less than 80 days. There 
‘were 101 white teachers in the 
county last winter and if the}. 
same number is employed next 
‘winter, there will be an aver- 
age of between 60 and 70 pu- 
‘pils to each teacher. If we ex-

OF Crop of Foods 
~ ' as Possible 


ident Wilson’s patriotic appeal 
to the country’s farmers and 
gardeners having been answer- 
ed with bumper crops, it is now 


share by conserving perishable 
foods, according to a statement 
issued by Secretary Houston 
today, in which he suggests 
particular ways in which the 
housewives can render definite 
national service. 

“I urge not only that every 
home assist in the conservation 
of the surplus perishable fruits 
and vegetables by canning, 
preserving, pickling, drying 
and storing, but also that every 
experienced woman place her 
knowledge at the disposal of 
her neighbors.” 

To that end it is specifically 
recommended that women call 
their organizations together 
for discussion of cgnservation 
work; that demonstrations in 
canning and preserving be 


~} given, and that they cooperate 


with local food officials. 
The Secretary points out 
that the time for conserving 
foods is short and says that it 
is of prime importance that 
they shall not be wasted. 


‘| “Business as Usual’ — 


Only More So. 

The stress laid upon the nec- 
essity of conserving the food 
supply with the accompanying 
talk about “economy” seems to 
have given some people an en- 
tirely wrong idea of: business 
conditions and of what their 
own welfare and their duty to 
the nation demands of them in 
this crisis. ' 

Here and there will be found 
a man who has confused econo- 
my with hoarding, who believes 
that the war willnaturally bring 
hard times and that the thing to 
do is to grab what money he 
can get hold of, put it in some 
safe place and do and venture 
just as little as possible until 
the war is over. 

Such men are altogether un- 
reasonable in their . rea8oning 
and altogether wrong in their 
conclusions. The effect of the 
war is bound to be the stimu- 
lation of business. While the 
war goes on employment for 
every man will be waiting, wa- 
ges will be good, prices high, 
money plentiful, “times good,” 
as we say. These conditions 
exist now. They will continue 
and become more marked. The 


forced readjustments of nation- 


al business have resulted in 
some temporary disturbances 
which have made things hard 
for a few men and a few lines 
of business; but the general 
rule that the man with any- 
thing to sell can sell it for a big 
price holds good. 

This is especially true of what 
the farmer has to sell.

MAKING SORGHUM SYRUP. 


The acreage planted to sorghum 


Washington, Aug. 7.—Pres-|for syrup has been increased this 


vear and the time for making syr- 
up is at hand. Sorghum must be 
made right or it will be practically 
worthless. Most of the cane 
grown inthis country is ground 
on the small horse power mills 
and the juice cooked on an open 
evaperator. A few farmers, who 
have large acreage, have steam or 
motor power mills, but they are 
few. Itis the horse power mills 
with which we have to deal. Most 
any fellow thinks he can make 
syrup, but the inexperienced can 
make stuff that he would probably 
be willing to eat himself but which 
would be worthless on the mark. 
et. It takes {an experienced and. 
careful man to make good syrup. 
Then cane sho tld be stripped and 
cut before it gets real ripe, being 
careful to keep the buts out of the 
sand and to see that the ‘dead 
dirty fodder is removed before 
grinding. The mill should be in 
good condition, screwed up tight, 
fed regularly and have plentv of 
horse power to extract all the 
Unless thisis done, forty 
per cent of the juice will be left in 
the cane asis. usually the case. 


The juice should flow from the|— 
mill into a barrel through a filter | wae 


which should be changed and 


cleansed regularly. . From the bar- |€ 
rel it should flow through a clean |f 
pipe into a tub at the evaperator |p 
and should pass through another |®

the rear of the evaperator. 
the juice boils it should be skim- 
med. Very few svrup makers 
skim their syrup enough to secure 
the best color and flavor. As the} 
juice is cooked it should gradually 
be worked to the front of the 
evaperator without mixing with 
green juice any more than can be 
avoided. Most people tell when 
the syrup is ready to draw by 
dropping it or by the looks of the 
bubbles. This is a very poor wav 
of making uniform syrup and only 
an experienced expert can do it. 
It js best to get an hydrometer; 
dip the syrup with a deep cup and 
drop the .hvdrometer in the cup 
and draw the syrup when it regis- 
ters between 32 and 35 on the 
scale. The syrup should jass 
through another fine sieve while 
hot. See that the buckets or bar-

CANE MASH VALUABLE. 


Cane mash may be put into an 
insilage cutter and blown into a 
silo or dried immediately and 
ground into feed meal. It makes 
fairly good silage or feed meal, if 
used immediately after being 
mashed. Very few people are 
prepared to handle mash in this 
way. Itis practically worthless 
after it sours and can be used for 
stock bedding or to stop gullies. 

Do not allow cane to get too 
ripe before grinding. In case of 
overripeness allow it to lie at the

A ruling issued by the postoffice de- 
partment shows that department offi- 
cials will make few requests for the 
exemption of postal employees from 
militaty service. : : 

The eniergency fleet corporation has 
requisitioned all merchant vessels of 
more than twenty-five hundred tons 
now building in American shipyards.

It Dates Back to Rule of Hernan- 
do Cortez in Mexico. 


Insignificant Little Bridge Over Riv- 
ulet at Vera Cruz Cost Spain 
Millions of Dollars. 

Just beyond the Alameda in the city 
of Vera Cruz there is ap insignificant! 
old bridge which spans a narrow riv- 
ulet. To this bridge is attached one 
of the earliest “stories of graft” that 
has been brought to light on the con-. 
tinent of North America. The graft: 
that this bridge figured in dates back 
to the time of Hernando Cortez, and 
its story shows that the Indians were 
not the only ones that Cortez exacted’ 
‘Money from to fill his own treasure, 
says a Monterey correspondent of the 
New York World. 

It is said that the reports which Cor-: 
tez sent to the King of Spain in re- 
gard to the different places in Mexico 
were more or less indefinite, as he. 
meant them to be. One of his reports 
to the. king spid that the city of Vera 
Cruz was built at the mouth of a river 
and that the river divided two sec- 
tions of the city. He mentioned the 
fact that it would be a very desirable 
thing for the king to make an appro- 
priation for the building of a bridge 
to connect the two portions of the city. 
The king consented to do this. 

Cortez, when he once had the king’s 
consent, it is said, wrote that he had 
begun work on the bridge, but owing. 
to the fact that there was much 


swampy land at the point where the f 


bridge had to be built it would take a 
censiderable expense to get the land 
in condition to build the bridge. The 
land finaNy was got tn condition at 
great expense and the work on. the 
bridge begun. One thing and another 
arose, or at least that is what Cortez 
1s declared to have said in his letters 
to the king of Spain, and more and 
more money was needed. Finally the 
amount of the appropriation grew into 
millions for this great bridge which 
Cortez was supposed to be building 
at Vera Cruz. This drain on the treas- | 
ury made quite an impression on the 
mind of the king, and one day when 
he was near the coast of Spain with 
some of his court he was found stand- 
ing near the shore with his hand over | 
his eyes looking to the west.

and that the allies also should make 
a public statement of the peace terms 
which they will demand. 

‘Sinking of the American steamer 
Campana, a Standard Oil tanker, with 
the probable capture of her captain 
and four members of the naval guard 
by the attacking German submarine, 
has been announced by the navy de 
partment... 

The Standard Oil steamer, Campana, 
was sufk by a submarine 141 miles to 
the West of Ile de Re. Forty-seven 
survivors reached land in safety. It 
is believed that the captain of the 
steamer and four of the armed guard 
are prisoners on board the German 
submarine. 

The Campana was the thirty-eighth 
American merchant ships destroyed by 
German and Austrian submarines and. 
raiders since the war began. The first 
American ship sunk was the William 
P. Frye, January 28, 1915.

Mount Airy, Ga., August 20.— 
Federal Judge Speer held the se- 
lective draft law constitutional in 
a decision made public here today. 
The case was that of Albert Jones, 
a negro held in the McDuffie coun- 
ty, Ga. jail, charged with violating 
the law. He was represented by

Good land should be select- 
ed and barnvard manure spread 
broadcast upon: it, just as one 
would do if he wanted a fine field 
of corn. 


The following varieties of wheat . 


should be used: North Alabama, 
either the Mediterranean or 
Leap; Central Alabama, the Ala- 
bama Blue Stem or the Stoner; 
South: Alabama, the Alabama Blue 
Stem-only. The State Department 
of Agriculture is preparing for 
publication a list of dealers in seed 
from whom these varieties of 
wheat may be obtained. 

Every farmer in Alabama should 
sow wheat because itis a good 
business proposition, @ patriotic 
duty, the only means of insuring 
wheat bread for -his family, and it 
furnishes cover for his land dur- 
ing the heavy rains of the winter 
and-early spring months, Begih 
making your plans now. Do not 
wait for the spéculators and fore- 
flushing politicians to tell you 
what to plant, to whom to sell it 
and what price to take for it. 
“Whooping up Farmer Bill” will 
begin again pretty soon. Mr. Far- 
mer, take the initiative for your- 
self, you have the ability and can 
do things.

When planted 

in inter-tiled creps like corn and cot- 

ton the seed may be sown broadcast 

and covered with a large serape and 

scooter or “gee whiz” harrow. These 

implements will not do much damage, , 


te the crops if the plants have not 
fallen down, and short single trees are 
used. 

To make a good seed bed the land 
should be plowed early enough to per: 
mit the surface being firmed by rain. 
The fact that it requires ‘a firm seed 
bed to get a satisfactory stand should

FALL GATS FOR ALABAMA

The splendid price of eats makes 
them a profitable crop for Alabama 
farmers. Many growers insist that 
money is made from them when they 
yield 25 bushels per acre and sell for 
56 cents a bushel. The present high 
price and increased demand for them 
will doubtless continue. 

Between spring plenting and fall 
planting at the Alabama Experiment 
Btation, the fall planting exceeded the 
spring planting by a yearly average 
covering the past ten years of 26.1 
bushels per acre, or 153 per cent. The 
average date of the fall piantine was 
October 26th, and of the spring plant- 
ing abeut February 10th. There are 
other reasons for fall planting. The 
oats form a winter cover crop that 
protects against soti erosion and leach- 
ing. They furnish some grazing dur- 
ing dry winter days if planted on good 
soll. The weather conditions for 
planting are usually better in the fall 
than in the early spring) and the crop 
comes off the land from ten to Sfteen 
days earlier, making way for a good 
hay crep of summer legumes. 

For fall planting the variety tests at 
the Alabama Experiment Station show 
that the members of the Red Rust 
Proof group have led in production.

We, the Grand Jury empanelled 
and sworn at the regular Fall 
Term, 1917, of the Circuit Court of 
Chilton County, Alabama, beg to 
make this, our final report. 

We have investigated 23 alleged 
violations of the law, and have re- 
turned into your Honor’s Court 9 
true bills. 

We have -inspected the County 
Court House and Jail, and find 
both well kept andjin good condi- 
tion. The prisoners confined in 
jail are properly cared for 

A committee of this Grand Jury 
made such inspection,of the books 
and accounts of the various coun- 
ty officers as;they were able to 
make, and examined the bonds of 
the county officers. All the books 
and records were found neatly 
kept, andinsofar as this Grand 
Jury was.able to determine, cor- 
rectly kept. The report of the 
County Treasurer is hereto attach- 
ed as Exhibit “A” and made a part 
of this report. 

The grand jury is of the opinion 
that crimes are on the decrease in 
Chilton County, and that this is, in 
a large measure, due to the rigid 
enforcement of the prohibition 
laws, andthe lawsin regard to 
carrying congealed weapons. We 
recommend that in cases of con- 
victioas’ for these offenses that 
hatidiiabor sentences be imposed 
By-the courts.

Manufacturing, and 
Preservation. 


On account of the limited expe- 
rience of the editor of this paper, 
it probably does not seem fitting 
that he should attempt to advise 
the expert and experienced farm- 
er on the methods of gathering, 
storing, manufacturing and pre- 
serying his crops. However, it 
would not be amiss to call atten- 
tion to the fact that it will be much 
to their interest to gather all of 
their grain, such as corn on the 
cob, velvet beans and soy beans 
in the pod, insofar as possible. 
Wherever this method of gather- 
ing and saving is not possible then 
it would be to the interest of our 
farmers to gather as bay or forage 
all velvet bean vines with the 
beans on them, all hay and all 
corn stalks and store them in a 
place where they will drv, if pos- 
sible. . 

All such. forage products and 
grain can be manufactured into a 
mixed feed of the highest food 
value for animals, on the bean mill 
and feed crusher being construct-

Thy 
are hairy vetch, narrow leaf veicl wi 
Oregon or English winter veteh. tt 
latter being of least importaice ll 
are winter growing, vine-like, sunu! 
legumes. Since they reseed {lel 
selves freely, a stand may be obtsiuei 
year after vear by allowing ‘he pian 
to shed seed. 

Hairy Vetch whether grown for by 
or for winter grazing should be set 
ed withvone of the sma‘ grains. tor 
gupporting the vine-like veich. The 
two plants make a greater yield tha 
one alone. Such a mixture may 4 
pastured judiciously in winter, and f 
the stock are removed before ‘t 
grain begins to form stems, \ne (Ww 
crops may make good yields of bs), 
or of seed and grain.

We would be much better off to 
haye food on hand which we did 
not need than to need food and 
not have it. We should plant all 
of the winter crops that we can 
and try to keep something grow- 
ing in our gardens for table use, 
and plant as many of the various 
small grains as possible. 

Let us ask you this question: 
Suppose that the lumber business 
were to become dull and the steel 
plants stop. Whe would feed the 
people that. are now laboring at 
the business and receiving their 
entire support from same? 

I hope everyore will do his duty 
and that every housewife- will sign 
one. of these cards and get in 
touch with the government.

We 
found. that in the war between Ger- 
meny and France in 1870-71, Germany 
lost in killed and wounded 28,000 sol- 
diers while France lost about six times 
an Many, and: besides that, she lost 
every battle. We asked Professor Slo-. 
cum why this was. -He said that the’ 


combed with jealousy and politics;. 
that the officers were not much good, 
and that’s why France lost the war 
and so many men. What do you think 
about it, Uncle Dan?” 


“Well,” said Uncle Dan, “Professor | 
Slocum fs right. By inefficiency France | 
lost that war, together with two of | 


her best provinces—Alsace and Lor- 
raine—and had to pay a billion dol- 
lars indemnity money, France today 
learned her lesson. by that sad expe- 
rience, so she put in universal military 
‘training, and as a result, her soldiers 
‘now know how to fight and how to 
protect themselves. They are losing 
less men in the war than the Germans. 
France also put politics out of her war 
department, so that expert authority, 
instead of bureaucratic stupidity, now 
directs the army. ‘The result is, 
France has one of the best and most 
efficient armies ‘every assembled, and 
this shows what thorough training and 
good leadership means in warfare. 
This saved France in this crisis, a8 
well as the liberties of the world.” 
“As war is now conducted, there is 
no place for an untrained man. A 


body of 10,000 well trained soldiers , 
properly handled could defeat five | ‘ 


times their number of raw recruits and | 
do it every time with comparatively 


‘small loss to themselves. Proper train- 


‘ing alone. will reduce the death and 
casualty rate one-third of what it oth- 


‘erwise would be, and right here is an 
unanswerable argument for universal 


military training. 

“Our government has no moral right 
to force her men into war service 
without properly training them for it. | 
To do so is simply murder, hence the 


‘frantic effort that is now being made 
‘te give her soldiers some training be- 


‘fore they are sent to the front. If we 
are to win this war, it will take trained 
‘men to do it, and it will take trained 
men to win any other. war that- may 
come upon us in the future. If we 
‘must fight, let us fight to win and not 
to. loge.” 

“That’s the stuff,” said Billie. 

Continuing, Uncle Dan said: “Our 
government has expended about $300,- 
000,000 to put up cantonments and 
Araining stations in order to train the 
men called by the selective draft. 
‘When these men are trained the train- 
‘ing stations should be immediately 
filled with younger men, say those in 
their nineteenth year, to receive six 
months of intensive military train- 
ing along the lines of the Chamberlain 
bill. Thfs will be of immeasurable 
benefit to them individually. It will 


do them more good than any other two’ 


years of their whole life; it will make 
them strong, manly, self-reliant, quick 
to see and quick to act; it will equip 
them for a suctessful life. In short, 
4t will rebuild American manhood and 
will also give the government a body 
of trained men to draw from in case 
‘it is necessary to defend our flag and 
country. We must settle this question 
of universal military training imme-

fire are all used for the first time in 
this war; and they are destructive be- 
yond anything heretofore known. 
“The methods followed by the kal- 
ser and his allies are simply devilish. 


‘He must answer in history to the kill- 


ing of thousands of innocent women 
and children. He has broken every 
‘international law and every rule of 
warfare; he has bombarded hospitals 
and undefended cities, sunk Red Cross 
ships on errands of mercy; he has de- 
‘stroyed cathedrals and priceless treas- 
‘ures of art that can never be replaced ; 
he has made slaves of his prisoners? 
the has tried to get us into war with 
Japan; his emmissaries have blown up 
our ships, burned our factories and 
fired our forests. He knows no mercy 
or honor. The most charitable view 
to take of this blood-thirsty tyrant 
is that. he is crazy. : 
“One thing is certain,” continued Un- 
cle Dan, with great emphasis, “Our 
‘Hiberty, the safety of our homes and 
our country, and the security of the 
world demand the speedy and abso- 
lute overthrow of the kaiser and 
crushing out once and forever the 
reign of Prussian brutality.”

German people were happy, thrifty, 
prosperous and contented.
